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Of airport dispute 

WCRC tags appeal 
very 'unfortunate'

The managing director of the 
Wayne County Road Commission 
(WCRC) feels “it’s an unfortunate 
happening” that Romulus has decided 
to continue the fight with the county 
road agency over the expansion of 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 

“Had the Romulus City Council 
been in full knowledge of the facts 
surrounding the airport and its 
operation, it wouldn’t have appealed 
the judge’s decision allowing con- 
struction on a new runway,” said 
Thomas P. O’Rourke, managing 
director of the WCRC. 


Plans are being made to treat more 
than 500 residents anticipated tot the 
Mayor James C. Stewart Inaugural 
Ball to a night of fine dining and en- 
tertainment Jan. 31. 

Scheduled to be held from 5:30 p.m.- 
1 a.m. at the Hilton Inn at 31500 
Wickham Road, Romulus, the ball 
will feature cocktails, dinner and 
dancing into the morning at a cost of 
$25 per couple. 

Tickets are available through the 
mayor’s office at the Romulus City 
Hall. Reservations can be phoned into 
the city hall by calling 941-0666. 

“While we hope to make money to 
pay off previous campaign debts and 
the cost of the ball itself, we look upon 
the event as a means of introducing to 
the residents of Romulus their mayor, 
James C. Stewart,” said a 


In an exclusive interview with The 
Romulus Roman, O'Rourke said his 
major concern in the litigation is the 
rising cost to the taxpayers. 

“The WCRC spent $250,000 defend- 
ing itself in Federal District Court on 
the issue of the environmental impact 
statement on a new runway,” 
O’Rourke added. “Who’s picking up 
the city’s tab?” 

The costs have to skyrocket.” 

Bills sent to the city for the initial 
phase of the battle over a new 12,000- 
foot runway in a general northeast to 
southwest direction at the airport 
came to $57,000. 

The city had appropriated $15,000

Said the spokesperson: “One of the 
goals is to enlighten the citizens of 
Romulus as to what Mayor Stewart 
has going for them and their city. 

“What we really are celebrating is 
the vision of a new and alive Romulus, 
bustling with educational and cultural 
activities, shops, industrial and 
commercial development, and most 
of all, residential harmony along with 
progress.” 

In announcing the ball, Stewart said 
“One of the heights of my campaign 
has been the support of such loyal 
friends as the people of Romulus. 

“Without their help I could not have 


and had it matched with $15,000 from 
the Romulus Board of Education to 
fight the district court battle.

However, he said the WCRC will be 
trying to get its side of the airport 
story before the people of Romulus. 

“We’re hoping that public sen- 
timent will swing toward our point of 
view when the facts concerning the 
case come up,” he added. 

The road agency chief already has 
met with Mayor James C. Stewart and 
Economic Coordinator Hyle J. Car- 
michael in a “getting to know you” 
session. 

O’Rourke said he has “an excellent 
opinion” of Stewart as a “decent, 
honest man who we can talk to.” 

Although the mayor has indicated 
that he will be initiating discussion 
with O’Rourke and the WCRC for 
repayment of some $8.5 million in 
damages, claimed by the city against 
the airport, O’Rourke said the agency 
will examine the claim thoroughly 
before making any promises to the 
city. 

Added Charles Van Deusen, 
assistant managing director of the 
WCRC: “We’re perfectly willing to 
discuss the damage claim with the 
city. The lines of communication 
never have been closed on our part.” 

Mitchell Zoli), the deputy managing 
director of the road agency, however 
. aid, that Romui ;s* claim will have t^ 
x balanced agaiiisl the expected 
“good” the airport can do for the 
community. 

“We realize there is talk of the loss 
of revenues and water and sewer 
systems because of expansion,” Zolik 
added. “But you have to consider the 
improvement the airport brings to the 
community in the area of economic 
development. 

“If we have caused some damage to 
areas of the city, you also have to 
remember that we also have caused 
an increase in value of the city 
because of the facility.” 

O’Rourke said: “We just want to be 
good neighbors, but the atmosphere in 
the city toward us has hindered that. 

“Maybe with this change in ad- 
ministrations, we’ll see a change in 
the attitude.”

— purchasing, and building po6ts. 

Filling the personnel department 
spot is Sandra Block, the former 
administrative secretary toCity Clerk 
Leonard J Folmar and a former 
secretary for personnel under the 
Hyle J Carmichael administration 

Stewart has proposed a $1,112 raise 
in the salary from the $11,596 paid 
under the Troutt administration 

Handling the purchasing-inventory 
control functions, a job Stewart 
created by combining the duties of 
two administrators under the Troutt 
administration, will be Raymond 
Cantrell 

Cantrell is a former employee of the 
Romulus Departmentof Public Works 
who handled purchasing and in- 
ventory control functions while in the 
armed services 


John Prouse. a former animal 
control officer, was made animal 
control warden by Stewart. A new 
animal control officer has been hired 
to fill Prouse’s position 

Heading up the Building Depart- 
ment will be Edward Fall, a private 
contractor and former superintendent 
of building for a major construction 
firm, according to Stewart 

Salaries to be paid the new 
department heads include $16,228 lor 
the purchasing and inventory control

High winds , snow strand school bus

The combination of high winds and 
high snows stranded 13 students from 
the Van Buren South Junior High 
School in a school bus for nearly five 
hours recently in Canton Township. 

According to Evelyn Oltersdorf, of 
the Michigan School Bus Service 
which is administering the Van Buren 
busing program this year, the 


students were stranded on a point on 
Denton between Procter and Geddes 
roads in Canton Township by 30-inch 
snow drifts, recently. 

Mrs. Oltersdorf said the driver of 
the vehicle radioed for help, but was 
left stranded when a rescue bus and a 
tow truck became stuck in drifts in the 
area. 

The students were removed by the 
bus only after four scrapers from the 
Wayne County Road Commission 


cleared paths from the north and the 
south to the vehicle. 

"While it was a major in- 
convenience to the students, we did 
everything we could to get to them 
and had to resort to the heavy 
equipment,” she added. ‘‘It was a 
highly unusual situation.” 

The bus service spokesman said the 
vehicle had "plenty of fuel” to warm 
the students in the near zero tem- 


peratures and the 20-25 mile per hour 
winds. 

She added that the driver was in 
constant contact with the bus 
operators. 

A spokesman for the Wayne County 
Road Commission (WCRC) said no 
complaint had been lodged on the 
incident, but added that it was 
possible, because of the combination 
of winds, drifting snow and low salt 
supplies. 


‘‘We’re approaching a crisis point,” 
he said "The road commission as of 
the storm has enough salt on hand for 
life-passes over the 13,000-mile road 
network it must keep free of ice.” 

After he made the statement, the 
county suffered another storm where 
1 inch of snow fell on the roads. 

The 8-inch snowfall which 
precipitated the stuck bus incident, 
required four separate saltings by 
county crews to open the streets, 


according to the WCRC spokesman. 

Mrs. Oltersdorf said other than the 
one serious incident, there were no 
others last week in the school bus 
service for children in the district. 

She added that it was the first in- 
cident of itskind in the past few years, 
indicating that buses didn’t run during 
the massive 19-inch snowstorm which 
crippled transportation in 
southeastern Michigan in December 
1974

Fire fighters hone skills

Tax payers almost always are 
aware of wha t they a re being assessed 
for, but there are many times when 
they are oblivious to the services 
being provided them through the use 
of their tax dollars. 

In the case of local fire units, there 
are 36 men who currently are devoting 
three hours of their Wednesday nights 
in order to further their knowledge of 
fire fighting techniques. The volun- 
teer action, which encompasses a 
total of 22 weeks and 66 hours in ac- 
tuality is just that — volunteer. The 
men are receiving no pay for their 
tim^. 

Instigated by the fire fighters 
themselves, the interest in more 
education stresses their concern for 
up-to-date procedures in handling 
fires. With the increase in multiple 
dwellings and trailer courts, they feel 
the additional instruction to be more 
necessary and important than ever. 

Unlike established big city fire 
departments which are schooled and 
trained on a fulltime basis, the 
volunteer units have in the past relied 
on minimal training and monthly 
practice sessions. 

But things have chanced and

One of the most important lessons 
is 'Ventilating Practices ... ' 


presently the three dozen men from 
both Van Buren fire stations, 
Belleville and Sumpter Township are 
enrolled in the special fire fighter’s 
course. 

Since October, representatives of 
the four units have been receiving 
instructions from Lt. Robert Mat- 
thies, a certified class A instructor for 
the Michigan State Fire Fighters 
Training Council. A member of the 
Ypsilanti Fire Department, he also is 
the city fire inspector. 

Two years ago, Matthies conducted 
an 18-hour class in Belleville for which 
the city picked up the tab. Members 
later decided to apply for the 66-hour 
course which is funded by the state. 
They agreed, too, to invite their neigh- 
boring fire departments to join in. 

By sharing the instruction and 
rotation of meetings at each fire hall, 
the men not only learn fire techniques, 
but what’s available in each depart- 
ment, thereby becoming familiar with 
each others’ equipment. Hence, when 
an assist is necessary, all depart- 
ments will be compatible and can 
function as a single unit. 

The 22-week session was 
inaugurated with an orientation night 
which covered a fire fighter’s 
responsibilities as well as the 
meanings of Act No. 300 the Michigan 
Vehicle Code, and Act No. 207, the 
Fire Prevention Act. Among the 
literature distributed to the group was 
the 226-page reference book, “Fire 
Service Practices for Volunteer Fire 
Departments,’’ prepared by the In- 
ternational Fire Service Training 
Association (IFSTA). 

Review tests, which individuals and 
the instructor can use as a barometer 
of what’s being absorbed, are given 
periodically. 

Among the subjects covered by the 
seminar is “Forcible Entry Prac- 
tices.” Since combustible materials 
subjected to adequate heat in the 
presence of oxygen cause fires which 
frequently are inaccessible, a forcible 
means must be used to reach them. 

Various types of locked doors 
(swinging, revolving, overhead and 
sliding) as well as windows (double- 
hung or check rail, hinged or 
casement, factory or projected and 
awning or jalousie) may be among the 
problems encountered by fire fighters 
when attempting to enter a burning 
building. 

Various roof types, floor con- 
struction, exterior and interior walls 
and partitions, too, can all present 
different situations for forcible entry. 

The use of the proper tools — be it 
axe, hatchet, crowbar, wirecutter or 
whatever — comes into play 
frequently making it imperative to 
choose the right implement for the 
situation. 

“Fire Service Rope Practices” 
covers the basic knots and hitches 
most commonly used in the fire 
service. Men learn the elements of a 


knot, the timber hitch, the becket 
bend or sheet bend, the bowline knot 
and the clove hitch. The use of. 
hoisting tools and equipment also is 
part of the unit. 

In the lesson on “Fire Service 
Ladder Practices” the handling of 
ladders along with spacing and 
climbing techniques are stressed. 
Safety measures for climbing, 
removing extension and roof ladders 
from pumpers and carrying a roof 
ladder are involved. 

One of the most important lessons, 
Matthies said, is the 2-night session on 
“Ventilation Practices.” Venting is 
the planned and systematic release 
and removal of heated air, smoke and 
gases from a structure and the 
replacement of these products of 
combustion with a supply of cooler 
air. 

Being mid-way in the course, the 
skills learned thus far were put to 
actual use Saturday. If you happened 
to be in the Judd -Martinsville Road 
vicinity that day and saw flames 
licking at the wintery skies, you may 
have been witness to the four units in 
action during a mock burning. 

In destroying the old building 
(requests, permits, etc. all validated 
by the authorities), the men had the 
opportunity to see the IFSTA manual 
“come to life.’’ 

Local business people, on hearing of 
the day-long battle with the flames as 
well as the elements, offered to supply 
food for the men. Jim Visingardi of 
Jim’s Market donated chile; A1 Rizzo 
of Foodville gave hot dog buns and 
Dick Burwell of Dunkin’ Donuts 


furnished coffee and donuts 
throughout the maneuvers. Mrs. 
Gerald Warsop and Mrs. Robert 
Tontalo serviced the “canteen" set up 
in the Warsop camper. Belleville 
Councilman Tontalo, the city fire 
commissioner, is among those taking 
an active part in the seminar. 

A special part of future classes will 
be Detroit Edison’s presentation, 
“Electrical Safety,” tonight, with 
Harold Poike, senior safety officer for 
the City of Detroit, as speaker. Wives 
and guests are being invited to the 
program. 

Another highlight will be sponsored 
by Michigan Consolidated Gas Co. on 
Feb. 7, with representatives of the 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) instructing on rural type fire 
fighting. This will be a special unit 
which is certified by the Michigan 
Safety Council. 

Another chapter in the IFSTA book 
is “Fire Service Rescue and 
Protective Breathing Practices ’* The 
purpose of the lesson is to teach those 
techniques of rescue, operations that 
are necessary to remove human 
beings from situations which prohibit 
their unassisted escape. 

Certified instructors from Ann 
Arbor and the Emergency Medical 
Service will teach “extrication” — 
how to safely remove people from 
wrecked cars, buses, trains, planes 
and other vehicles — in a slide 
presentation. 

First aid classes by qualified in- 
structors are among other lessons 
that will be taught. 

To finalize the course, two house 
burning sessions will be held when 
each unit in the manual is im- 
plemented. 

The last night of classes calls for 
final exams with graduation 
ceremonies set for Mar 26. 
Representatives of the Michigan 
Firefighters Training Council in 
Lansing will be on hand to distribute 
the certificates at a dinner-dance 
ceremony in the Father Folta 
Building. 


Stewart praises 
city road crews 


While Wayne County may behaving 
its difficulties in removing the snow 
from roads due to a salt shortage, 
Romulus’ mayor is pleased with his 
work forces’ efforts. 

Mayor James C. Stewart said he is 
pleased with the Romulus Depart- 
ment ofPuUic Works ( DPW) which is 
removing snow from the road “as well 
as any group in the county” and is 
receiving praise from citizens for the 
efforts. 

“During the most recent heavy 
snowfalls, the crews had the streets 
cleaned by the morning — in plenty of 
time for people to get to work,” 
Stewart said. “I think it’s better than 
it ever had been in the past.” 

Stewart singled out DPW Director 


David Paul for special praise, saying: 
“I knew Dave could do a good job. if 
given a chance.” 

Stewart added that the Romulus 
Community School District also was 
pleased with the work, because school 
buses were able to run after the 8-inch 
snowfall which snarled traffic in other 
communities. 

During the snowfall, the Van Buren 
School District reported one bus 
getting stuck in a snowbank and 
staying there for 4 | /j>-hours while 
crews worked to free it 

After two other buses and a tow 
truck were stuck trying to free the 
vehicle, four graders of the Wayne 
County Road Commission were called 
to the scene to free the vehicle.

U.S. must remain strong 


President Ford wove a 
theme through his State ot the 
Union message to Congress 
which could make this country 
stand taller than ever betore if 
the majority of American 
people take heed. 

He stressed that it was time 


for us all to stop kicking our 
country around and to con- 
centrate instead on the 
positive achievements of the 
United States. 

While the headlines focused 
on the President's specific 
domestic and foreign policy 


proposals, the philosophic 
heart of his speech was con- 
tained in this quote Ford at- 
tributed to the late President 
Eisenhower: 

"America is not good 
because it is great. America is 
great because it is good." 

Since the Vietnam War and 
Watergate it has become 
fashionable in some circles to 
picture the United States — its 
government, its economic 
system and its social values — 
as corrupt, greedy and crude. 

That is the negative, abject 
attitude the President wants 
all right thinking Americans 
to puf behind them. While this 
country is not perfect, it has 
climbed higher and tried 
harder to provide an abundant 
life of freedom for its people 
than any ofher. Ford put it this 
way: 

"We have not remade 
paradise on earth. We know 
perfection will not be found 
here. But think for a minute 
how far . we have come in 200 
years." 

In the world at large there 
exists an obvious connection 
between the constant 
denigration of the United 
States and the growing 
aggressiveness of the Com- 
munist Bloc Nations and some 
of the third world countries 
still so anxious to get our 
money and food. 

Tim Pot dictators in Africa 
and Latin America and 
propaganda organs of the 
world's last and most heart- 
less imperial power — th$ 
Soviet Union — take up the 
theme of America's alleged 
wickedness. What nerve they 
have. We are criticized for 
faults magnified a thousand 
times in the homelands of the 
accusers. 

Daniel P. Moynihan, 
American ambassador to the 
United Nations, has taken to- 
answering these slanders and 
throwing them back in the 
faces of the accusers with 
interest. His bluntness 
already seems to have rocked 
some third world countries. 

Here is hoping he keeps it 
up, and that the Ford ad- 
ministration supports him 
fully whether the subject is 
Agola, the Middle East or 
some other world trouble spot.

Pulses quickened, and the 
adrenalin began to flow a little faster 
as the mournful, yet urgent sound of 
the rescue service emergency vehicle 
was heard interrupting the silence of a 
cold winter night. 

As the vehicle prepared to make the 
turn into Annapolis Hospital, the 
oscillator was turned off, and only the 
flashing red light, which drew curious 
traces on the fresh snow, could be 
seen when the vehicle stopped at the 
entrance to the Emergency Room 
(ER). 

The rescue service crew had 
radioed ahead to alert the Annapolis 
ER that they were on their way with 
the victim of an automobile accident 

An air-bag splint had been applied 
to the victim s left leg — a leg which 
had been fractured in the accident 

At the time — it was 8:30 p.m — 
There were nine people in the ER 
uniting to be treated for various 
conditions of distress. 

But now. they would have to wait. 
The patient being rolled in on the litter 
was clearly the number one concern 
of the physician and nurses in the ER 

The physician on duty that night, 
A S Maaraba, M.D., said: “It is 
imperative that people in the com- 
munity understand that patients are 
not necessarily seen on a first-come, 
first-serve basis 

‘We are required, professionally 
and ethically, to evaluate people as 
they come into the ER and attend first 
to those people who are in serious pain 
or are in life threatening situations." 


Ford was right when he 
characferized the United 
States as the embodiment of

•liberty, well being and 
progress. The President drew 
warm applause from the

Dr. Maaraba is a member of a 
Professional Corporation (PC) which 
is under contract to operate the An 
napolis ER. This is a common 
arrangement in hospitals throughout 
the country. The Annapolis PC has six 
medical doctors, and is under the 
direction of Gust Petropoulos, M D. 

The members of the PC are licensed 
physicians w ho restrict their practice 
of medicine to the very delicate art of 
emergency medicine. There are no 
interns or students associated with the 
PC 

"Perhaps only 25 percent of our 
patients are genuine emergencies,” 
Dr Maaraba said. "The remainder 
come to us because they do not have a 
family physician or possibly because 
we are handy to their places of 
residence, or they can’t reach the 
family doctor.” 

The ER physician renders primary 
care If, in his judgement, 
hospitalization is indicated, he will 


seafed before him when he 
declared: 

"I say it is time we quit 
downgrading ourselves as a 
nation. Of course it is our 
responsibility to learn the 
right lessons from past 
mistakes. It is our duty to see 


consult with the family physician or a 
staff doctor who will write the ad-

The Annapolis ER has five stations 
(examination — treatment areas) and 
is equipped to handle any emergency 
from cardiac arrest to simple 
lacerations. 

“We have treated gunshot vicitims, 
drug overdoses, inebriates, people* 
who have been poisoned — yes, even 
once when nature made her demands 
know n, we assisted in the delivery of a 
baby," he said. 

He pointed out that, especially 
today, ER physicians order more x- 
rays and laboratory work than they 
once did. 

ER charges are billed in two 
components: hospital service charge 
including laboratory charges, and 
physician service charge Individual 
health insurance policies generally 
pay a substantial portion of the total 
charges.

Close to 50,000 people each year 
make use of the Annapolis ER. 
averaging around 125 per day in this 
24-hour.

A practioneer in emergency 
medicine — and this would include 
nurses, aides, orderlies and desk 
personnel — must be one who remains 
composed under extreme tension, and 
one who is totally responsive to the 
needs of the patient. 

The doctor said that working in 
emergency medicine is like walking 
on a psychological tightrope. 

When a patient presents himself in 
the ER, his primary concern is 
himself and his problem — a position 
which is perfectly understandable. 

But Dr. Maaraba emphasized* 
again: "We do not ignore anyone. We 
do. however, often give up our lunch 
or dinner or coffee break to do those 
things necessary to restore one to 
good health. And our staff does these 
things willingly.” 

As I sat in the small anteroom off 
the ER where I had been talking with 
thedocotor— he had left to respond to 
the accident victim — I looked around 
and saw three half-filled cups of 
coffee, and medical journal, two 
nursing magazines and a candy bar 
which had been unwrapped but not yet 

eaten. _

the treatment area — demanding, 
intense, but yet controlled — I knew 
that it would be a long time before 
anyone on staff this night would enjoy 
their coffee.

highways, the same as other forms of 
non-motorized vehicles, farm tractors 
and pedestrians. The Department of 
State Highw ays and Transportation at 
that time was unable to proceed with 
its plans for a series of bicycle paths 
beside the freeways until passage of 
the Mahalak bill. 

The bike path at Romulus is one of 
many already built or planned for the 
state’s freeway system. 

“I am pleased that the highway 
commission is taking bids to advance 
the construction of 1-275,” Mahalak 
said. “It will be an important part of 
the statewide and local highway 
system. But I am particularly happy 
that it also will include the parallel 
bicycle path. It will be designated for 
the exclusive use of bicyclists, be 
relatively safe and not interfere with 
freeway traffic. I am sure it will be 
widely used by local bicyclists.” 


State Rep. Edward E. Mahalak (D- 
Romulus) has reported that the State 
Highway Commission is taking bids 
for construction of 2.7 miles of 1-275, 
including a parallel bicycle path, in 
Romulus. 

The 1-275 project will extend from 
south of Pennsylvania Road to the C & 
0 Railroad in Romulus. The estimate 
cost is $2,890,000. Work is scheduled to 
be completed by next December. 

For the safety and convenience of 
bicyclists, the project will include a 
parallel 2.6 mile 8-foot-wide bicycle 
path and five timber bridges for the 
bike route. 

The bicycle path, and others beside 
Michigan freeways, were made 
possible by the enactment of a bill, 
Act 212, P.A. 1974, introduced by 
Mahalak. 

Under the former law, bicycles 
were banned from limited access

The first called upop the Michigan 
State Legislature to provide 
townships with their own share of 
state gas and weight tax revenues to 
provide road care. The second called 
for township elections to be for 4- 
year terms on a staggered basis to 
insure that at least one “skilled” 
administrator stays on staff at the 
township halls throughout the state 
after each election 

The first resolution is right up 
Gollwitzer’s line of thought since it 
provides townships a shot at 
freedom from larger county 
government 

Under the present township set- 
up, counties throughout the state, 
through individual county road 
commissions, care for all roads in a 
township — something township 
respresentatives believe allows the 
county to skimp on minor arteries in ' 
their communities while caring for 
the major thoroughfares in more 
heavily-populated, and better vote- 
earning districts. 

Under the MTA endorsed plan, 
townships would receive funds, to 
care for their owm roads, and insure 
citizens of service on the same levels 
as city governments offer. 

The second resolution drives at 
another problem Van Buren faces 
with elections every two years — the 
possibility of a “slate cleaning” in 
the township which has the potential 
of washing out even the good 
programs of a losing administration. 

Under the MTA endorsed plan, 
townships would elect officials to 4- 
year terms, with nomore than two of 
the “top” officials — supervisor, 
clerk and treasurer— facing the test 
of the voters in any one election. 

“It would insure a continuity of an 
administration while providing 
some knowledgeable people to draw 
upon for advice by any new of- 
ficials,” Gollwitzer said. 

Of the two resolutions, the second 
seems to be the most likely for 
adoption by the State Legislature, 
providing some political “bugs” are 
worked out. 

Gollwitzer said a major stumbling 
block in adopting the 4-year term 
plan revolves around the terms of 
state representatives. 

“If a township official has a 4-year 
term, and state representatives 
have 2-year terms, it insures 
township officials of worry free 
shots at state posts in their off 
election years, Goflw'itzer added. “A 
supervisor in the second year of his 
4-year term would feel safe in 
running for the state representative 
post, because he knew if he lost, he’d 
have a job waiting for him.” 

The supervisor said the problem 
probably will be solved, if the 4-year 
terms are adopted, by providing 
state representative* with 4-year 
terms in their districts.

IRS helps residents 
with tax preparation 


Officials of the Wayne County Road 
Commission ( WCRC) are hoping for a 
let-up in the almost regular snowfalls 
in the area which have helped deplete 
valuable road salt stores. 

The WCRC reached a crisis point in 
its snow removal operations last week 
as salt reserves fell to such a critical 
level that full clearing of roadways 
had to be delayed in anticipation of a 
later snowstorm. 

According to a spokesman for the 
agency, the snow removal operations 
Jan. 21 were done on a half-way basis 
in anticipation of a more massive 
snowfall later in the day. 

Road crews spread salt once during 
the early morning hours Jan. 21 
concentrating on expressways and 
intersections for fear they would not 
be with salt if a snowfall forecast for 
later in the afternoon came. 

However, the snowfall didn’t arrive, 
and work crews went out late in the 
morning to finish the snow removal 
job. 

The spokesman said the WCRC had 
about 12,000 tons of salt on hand at the 
start of the snow but, because of the 
frequency of snowfalls recently, that 
store was too low for full removal. 

However, salt shipments were being 
purchased by the county on a steady 
basis in an effort to build up stock- 
piles. 


“What we need is a few days 
without any need for salt to get the 
stockpiles up to a safe level,” the 
spokesman said. The spokesman 
added that road crews could not salt 
roads in anticipation of snowfall 
because precipitation falling on top of 
the salt would diminish its efficiency. 

The salt has to be spread on top of 
the snowfall to be crushed down into it 
by tires 

Snowfall at mid-winter already has 
surpassed the average total for a full 
winter in Michigan. 

Although the largest snowfall was 
far below record levels, the spread of 
the precipitation over the number of 
days has required steady salting. 


The W CRC spokesman added that 
Wayne County isn’t the only agency 
suffering with the shortage 

Recently the State Department of 
Highways and Transportation called 
the road agency to ask if Wayne 
County had any of the state s salt on 
stockpile 

“We told them no,” the spokesman 
said. ‘ ‘We used their sa It f irst and now 
we’re into our reserves.” 

The WCRC operates under contract 
with the highway department to salt 
freeways in Wayne County. State road 
crews were hoping to draw on Wayne 
County’s reserves for out-county 
roadways which were suffering with a 
lack of salt

An official court representative has 
labeled a critical report, filed in court 
by a lawyer for inmates at the Wayne 
County Jail, as a "sanctimonious 
indictment,” containing ‘‘flaws, 
falsehoods and mistakes” about living 
conditions at the jail. 

Philip M. Jackson, a jail monitor for 
a 3-judge Circuit Court panel, filed his 
critque of the layers report with 
the panel and recommended that the 
panel order the attorney to ‘‘present 
written complaints for each individual 
inmate” to document the charges. 

Jackson filed a counter-report with 
the panel, stating that he was present 
during a 12-hour investigation of jail 
conditions by attorney Neal Bush and 
his 15 associates, and that the group 
method ofinterviewing prisoners was 
not "particularly conducive to 
detailed, accurate, private in- 
formation-ga then ng. ” 

Jackson, who is a certified social 
worker, said of the 47 complaints 


about bad medical attention, he saw 
medical evidence in 27 cases which 
refutes the complaint. In only four 
cases could he find evidence which 
indicated the inmates had a justified 
complaint. 

Bush is the attorney in a 5 -year-old 
civil suit against Sheriff William 
Lucas, Jail Administrator Frank 
Wilerson, the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners and the Board of 
Auditors brought by inmates who 
have complained about crowded con- 
ditions, inadequate medical care, 
ragged clothing and bedding, over- 
flowing toilets and dirty cellblocks. 

‘‘The content and temperament of 
Bush’s letter (report) of Dec. 24 is 
cause for concern. We all know that 
some conditions in the jail are un- 
desirable, some are bad, and some 
are even deplorable, but the sanc- 
timonious indictment of William 
Lucas and Frank Wilkerson seems a 
bit much,” Jackson said.

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WCRC will hear complaints 


Officials of the Wayne County Road 
Commission (WCRC) have indicated 
they would be willing to discuss 
complaints by local school officials 
about problems which may come 
from operations at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport in Romulus.

IT'S A DOGGONE LIFE 
FOR CANINES 

Once a year Romulus dogs find themselves on the sharp end of a needle. 

That time has come again to have dogs vaccinated and license. 

The license fqr unsexed dog is $1.50 and $5.00 for a male or female dog, 
providing the license is obtained on or before March 1, 1976, licenses pur- 
chased after that date will include a penalty of $1.50. 

According to city ordinance no person owning or harboring any dog older 
than four months can permit the dog to run at large at any time. 

Any dog four months or older kept in the city of Romulus five (5) days or 
longer must be licensed. 

This year, as in past years, the city will be offering a dual service. For your 
convenience, a veterinarian has been obtained and will be at the dog pound 
in the fire station at Goddard and Wayne Roads. This service will be 
available on Saturday February 14, 1976, February 21, and February 28, 
1976, from 3 to 5 p.m. 

When making application for the license, the owner must present proof of 
vaccination of dogs for rabies shall be within the year preceding the date of 
application and in a manner approved by the board of health for the County 
of Wayne. Such vaccination shall be effective for the full term of the license. 
The reason for vaccinating and licensing is to curb rabies, a virus infection 
transmitted by the bite of a diseased animal. 

Any animal with rabies will die. Any human who develops rabies will die. 

If any animal who has bitten a person should excape and not be found or 
killed in such a way that its brain is destroyed, preventive treatment for 
rabies must be given to that person. Treatment means twenty-one (21) daily 
injections against rabies. 

Director John Prowse, of the Romulus animal shelter, states that a dog 
census will be taken after March 1, 1976, and citizens with unlicensed dogs or 
dogs running at large will be faced with a court appearance 
This ordinance will be fully enforced.
